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Analysts cite reasons for break in futures 


While liVfHtiK’k annlybt.'j 
contacted by Western Live¬ 
stock Jourmil agreed cattle 
futures were ripe for n 
downturn, they could nut 
agree which factors sparked 
the recent sharp break in 
prices. 

The amUysts all said fu¬ 
tures were overbought 
during the initial runup, 
which carried cattle prices 


into the $60 level. But thnt Ik 
where most agreement 
ends. 

Glenn Grimes, nn eco¬ 
nomist at the University of 
Missouri, said the Carter 
administration's action to 
increase beef imports was 
the catalyst that sparked the 
selloff. He said, there was a 
good possibility prices 
would have moved lower 


without such an announce¬ 
ment. hut the downtrond 
would not have been ns 
abrupt. 

Other analysts said a 
slackening of demand for 
beef products, due to high 
retail prices, may have been 
a major factor in the break. 

Edward Uvacek, livestock 
marketing specialist at 
Texas A&M University, told 


WLJ there has been a very 
noticeable slowdown of beef 
moving through retail chan¬ 
nels, which he attributes to 
consumer resistance of high 
beef prices. He noted the 
average retail price of beef 
increased 23 %, as of May 3, 
to $178.50 per cwl. from the 
average December level of 
SI44.80 per cwt., and this 
sharp rise slowed consump¬ 


tion. 

The sharp increase in the 
retail price was caused by 
higher carcass prices, said 
John Ikerd, economist at 
Oklahoma State University. 
Ikerd said wholesalers were 
suffering from a lower 
carcass-retail price spread 
and this forced them to raise 
retail prices. In addition, he 
said wholesalers cut prod- 


uct buying to the mu*, 
necessary to meet cum* 
needs, and this slowdown(J 
wholesale demand puu 
futures prices lower.

Chemical grain preservation seen 
as solution to propane shortage 


Exceptionally late plant¬ 
ings of corn and other grains 
may tax the nation’s grain 
handling facilities beyond 
capacity this fall, bringing 
back lines at elevators 
reminiscont of those during 
the oil embargo of a few 
yoors ago. 

This possibility was 
voiced at an agricultural 
editors 1 symposium on 
chemical grain preserva¬ 
tion, sponsored by Union 
Carbide Corp. 

George H. Foster, Pur- 
duo University agricultural 
engineer explained: 
"There is a good chance of a 
late maturing crop next fall, 
and we may be looking at 
unusual demands on fuel for 
drying late in the season 
after home heating de¬ 
mands pick up. This may 
create a tight fuel situation, 
either a short supply or a 
distribution bottleneck.”

vation. Key disadvantages 
Include the need fin- corro¬ 
sion protection and a loss of 
marketing flexibility due to 
the "sample grade" rating 
for treated grain, which car¬ 
ries a financial penalty If it Is 
sold through human food 
channels, he said. (How¬ 
ever, there are no penalties 
for its use as livestock feed.)

Johnson, who feeds 4000 
to 4600 steers annually, said 
chemical preservation is the 
easiest method of storing 
high moisture grain In a pit 
silo. "Grain treated with 
acid can be fed out at any 
rate, and it gives you a 
better bunk life too." 

"The best near-term 
solution may be combina¬ 
tions of grain pre-serving 
systems," Foster conclu¬ 
ded. "For example, one 
promising technique is the 
use of chemical preserva¬ 
tives to hold wet corn until 
slower, less fuel-intensive 
drying methods can be 
used. Treatment levels are 
low enough that the chemi¬ 
cally treated/dried corn has 
little odor and often can be 
marketed as well as used for 
livestock feed.”

Consumer reaction to beef prices mixed 


(LFM)—Consumers are 
buying featured, less ex¬ 
pensive cuts of beef and 
leaving the costly steaks 
and roasts in the meatcaae 
at supermarkets across the 
nation, an LFM survey Indi¬ 
cates. The trend is less 
demand for beef. ■ 

But, consumer attitudes, 
as gauged by reactions, 


vary from almost total indif¬ 
ference to Bilent, self- 
imposed boycotts, accord¬ 
ing to supermarket meat 
buyers and managers inter¬ 
viewed by telephone in 
eleven U.S. cities. 

Beef sates were down in

Krueger told his audience 
of cattle producers that the 
“incredible" import re¬ 
strictions on American pro¬ 
ducers entering otheT coun¬ 
tries such aa Japan must be 
lifted. 


He said that if the same 
effort made this year to get 
more beef exported to 
Japan was repeated each 
year, it would take 1000 
years to get rid of the trade 
imbalance with Japan. 

Krueger called for label¬ 
ing of imported beef in 
American grocery stores 
and said the same tough 
inspection standards held 
for domestic beef should 
apply to foreign beef. 

* ’If there ’ s any group that 
can claim responsibility for 
why so many of our ham¬ 
burger chains and other es¬ 
tablishments are serving 
American beef, it's you," 
said Krueger, referring to 
the association’s American 
Produced Beef window 
decal campaign.

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ABC’s antibiotic expose 
on 20/20 called one-sided 
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ABC-TV’s June 20 attack 
on antibiotics in animul 
feeds has been termed 
'‘one-sided" by a group of 
agricultural scientists who 
watched the program on 
20 / 20 . 

The side not presented, 
according to Dr. Virgil W. 
Hoys of the University of 
Kentucky, is whether the 
public should be required to 
forego economically priced 
animal products produced 
safely in this country with 
the aid of antibiotics for 28 
years. 

Prices can be kept lower. 
Hays said, because the use 
of antibiotica in this country 
allow levels in animal feeds 
has proven cost-effective in 
the prevention and control 
of disoases. 


Hays headed a three- 
member task forco appoint¬ 
ed by the Council for Agri¬ 
cultural Science and Tech¬ 
nology (CAST) to evaluate 
the highly advertised net¬ 
work program. CAST is an 
association of 23 food and 
agricultural science soci¬ 
eties. 

Hays said his group had 
no disagreement with the 
program’s contention that 
antibiotic use in man or 
animals can lead to devel¬ 
opment of resistant bac¬ 
teria. "ABC simply dwelled 
on the risk and overlooked 
the benefit," he said. 
Viewers were not reminded 
of the estimated $500 
million to $2.2 billion saved 
by Americans annually in 


meat costs that are kept 
lower, Hays said, because 
of use of antibiotics. 

Instead, viewers were 
told lhaL use of nonprescrip¬ 
tion antibiotics in animal 
feeds should he prohibited, 
as in Great Britain, when in 
fact, the use of antibiotics in 
Britain has not decreased 
since the government’s ban 
took effect, Hays said. 
Neither, said the task force 
spokesman, have the popu¬ 
lations of antibiotic-resis¬ 
tant strains of bacteria de¬ 
creased in Britain since the 
ruling. 

In attempting to link 
several British deaths to 
animal antibiotics, the pro¬ 
gram failed to point out that 
the infected calves referred 


Livestock Health Council recommends 
national scabies surveillance program 


The Livestock Health 
Council has recommended a 
national cattle scabies sur¬ 
veillance program to be part 
of any uniform national 
effort to check the disease. 

The BurvBlUance program 
is one of several recommen¬ 
dations on scabies control 
made by the Council 
following a recent meeting 
in Sioux Falls, S.D. The 
Council Is the arm of Live¬ 
stock Marketing Assn, 
which speaks for the 
. marketing sector in animal 
health matters. 

Council chairman Ray¬ 
mond Schnell, Dickinson, 
N.D., said over 100 persons 
attended the meeting.

• Allowing feedlots to 
quarantine infected cattle in 
several "hospital areas" 
within the lot. A feedlot 
* ‘veterinarian in charge’ ’ 
should also be recognized as 
having authority to treat 
disease and sign health cer¬ 
tificates, a procedure com¬ 
monly used at livestock 
markets. 

• More research into the 
origin of scabies before 
embarking on a costly, 
nationwide dipping pro¬ 
gram.

• A stepped-up cam¬ 
paign to educate and inform 
all segments of the livestock 
industiy about the current 
methods of eradicating 
scabies.

Anti-trust 
exemption 
denied co-op 

A national or western 
cattle marketing coopera¬ 
tive, long a dream of many 
commercial cattlemen, 
would depend heavily on 
agriculture's anti-trust ex¬ 
emption —an exemption the 
Supreme Court recently 
denied the National Broiler 
Marketing Assn. 

The federal government 
has been trying for five 
years to bring an anti-trust 
suit against the NBMA, 
which markets most of the 
chickens sold in the U.S. 
Voting seven to two, the Su¬ 
preme Court found that 
since some NBMA mem¬ 
bers didn't own breeder 
flocks or hatcheries or main¬ 
tain “grow out” facilities 
for raising chicks, the asso¬ 
ciation wasn't entitled to the 
exemption designed for 
farmers. 

Ruling ln this manner, 
the high court declined to 
answer whether the asso¬ 
ciation was legally exempt if 
all members did maintain 
the flocks, hatcheries and 
grow out facilities in an 
integrated operation. 

The government will now 
proceed with its anti-trust 
case against the co-op.

Preliminary 
LfSDA computations arrive 
at a 1977-78 national aver¬ 
age price of $2.31, well 
within thut provision, the 
ASCS official said.

More than 230 Angus 
leaders from 35 states met 
in St. Joseph, Mo., for the 
American Angus Leader¬ 
ship Seminar, reports Dr. 
C.K. Allen, executive secre¬ 
tary of the American Angus 
Assn. 

The program conducted 
especially for the represen¬ 
tatives who came from 91 
separate regional, state, 
and local Angus associa¬ 
tions, was also attended by 
the officers and directors of 
the American Angus Assn, 
and the entire association 
staff. IL was the first such 
event to be sponsored by the 
American Angus Assn, in 
more than seven years. 

"Titled 'The Hoofbeat of 
the Angus Advance/ the 
program was designed to 
help prepare Angus leaders 
from all over the U.S. to 
more effectively promote 
the Angus breed, and to 
prepare for end tako full 
advantage of the growing 
demand for Angus cattle in 
commercial herds across 
the country," Dr. Allen 
emphasized. 

The group toured the 
American Angus Assn, 
headquarters to see first 
hand how work is processed 


and handled. Turn around 
time on normal registra¬ 
tions and transfers received 
from breeders is from one to 
four days, it was pointed 
out. That night featured a 
“Beef is Bost" banquet and 
an address by noted speaker 
and management consul¬ 
tant Chris Christianson, 
Scottsdale, Ariz. His topic 
was, “Hoof beats and 
Heartbeats—You Can't 
Lead a Cavalry Charge if 
you Think You'll Look 
Funny Sitting on a Horse.” 

The morning program 
concentrated on selling 
Angus cattle. Two classic 
salesmanship films were 
shown and discussed by the 
group. "A Reason to Buy" 
pointed out that people 
don't buy bulls, or Angus 
advantages, they buy bene¬ 
fits. Tho film emphasized 
that people spend money in 
tho hope of receiving a 
benefit. Tho second film, 
“How to Sell Quality," 
urged salesmen to not take 
the path of least resistance 
and try to soil on price 
alone. 

A wide ranging discus¬
